B. East Germany Ulbricht yesterday complained to the 
East German parliament of Allied misuse of the air 
corridors to Berlin and of the presence of Allied 
military patrols in East Berlin in such a way as to 
suggest: he might try some action to remove one or 
another of these irritants. He did not indicate that 
this would be done at an. early date, however, and the 
tone of his remarks generally echoed Moscow's cau- 
tious approach toward Berlin. As expected he said 
East Germany would adhere to the test ban treaty. 
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
